Meet in London, Study 
U.S. Position on Atlan- 


tie Alliance. 


LONDON, Feb. 23 (AP) — Ott. 
cials of the five-nation Western 
European Union met today to de- 
fine their attitudes toward a new 
“if-war-comes” clause of the pro- 
posed Atlantic pact. 

The permanent commission of 
the union considered at an all- 
day session a full draft of the At- 
lantie pact of mutual aid which 
has emerged from months-long 
talks in Washington with the 
United States and Canada. 

There were no details available 
officially at the close of the meet- 
ing. 

Informed sources reported that 
the British, French, Belgian, Dutch 
and Luxembourg governments will 
send their ambassadors in Wash- 
ington full instructions based on 
the discussion today. A meeting 
of the Atlantic pact negotiators is 
expected soon after thesé new in- 
structions arrive. 

The vital clause which received 
most study today sets out the o

The information against Carr- 
Consolidated stated that crackers, 
graham wafers and a quick bread 
mix were packed under insanitary 
conditions and then shipped’ to 
Dayton, O., Louisville, Ky., and 
Wilkes-Barre, Pa., last August and 
September. There are three counts 
in the information, each carrying 
a maximum penalty of one year 
in jall and a fine of $1000. 

Carr-Consolidated announced late 
last year that its St. Louis plant 
would close at the end of January 
because Of a decline in business. 
The firm operates plants in Wilkes- 
Barre, Chicago, Boston, Philadel- 
phia and Greenwood, S. C. Federal 
officials said today that, although 
manufacturing has ceased at the 
St. Louis plant, Carr-Consolidated 
still operates a distributing agency 
here for products manufactured 
elsewhere in its chain. 

The information filed against 
the Colonial Baking Co. on Feb. 7, 
containing two counts, charged 
that rodent hair and fragments of 
insects were found in bread de- 
livered by the company to East St. 
Louis stores last October. Wrap- 
pers around the bread said, En- 
riched Colonial Is Good Bread.”

NEW AIRPORT LIGHTING 


rigs Says System 
Planned for Fields Would 
Confuse Flyers. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 (UP)— 
The AFI. Air Line Pilots’ Associa- 
tion said today it wants no part 
of the approach light system the 
Government plans to install at key 
airports. (including Lambert-St. 
Louis Field) to aid landings under 
conditions of poor visibility. 

A spokesman for the pilots’ 
union said the new General Elec- 
tric Co. high intensity light system 
would “confuse” pilots trying to 
land at a weathered-in airport. 
He said the type of lights favored 
by pilots had not been given a 
fair trial. 


He made available a minority 
report which David L. Behncke, 
ALPHA president, filed with the 
Air Force-Navy-Civil Aeronautics 
Administration committee that 
adopted the lights. He said this 
contradicted CAA claims that the 
committee unanimously adopted 
the G.E. lights, since the pilot 
representative, E. A. Cutrell, op- 
Posed them. 

The Gov¥ernment-approved sys- 
tem comprises a double row of 
lights extending for 3000 feet 
from either end of a runway, 
forming a funnel down which a 
pilot can fly a plane in bad 
weather. If he is off course, the 
solid rows of lights appear to 
break into an echelon formation, 
warning him he is too high or low 
or too far left or right. 

ALPA said it “will not accept a 
system of approach lights that has 
more than a single row of ade- 
quate lights. . . because of the 
inherent confusion which results.” 
The pilots want the proposed sin- 
gle row of lights to extend from 
the center of the runway and to 
be “instantaneously and positively 
recognizable from other lights in 
the area.” They say the lights 
don’t have to tell them whether 
they are too high or low, since 
they have instruments for that 
purpose.

Co-op 3 City Plan 
to Require Grade A Milk 
in Ice Cream.

A resolution advocating the re- 
moval of taxes on oleomargarine, 
provided that margarine producers 
use a color other than yellow, has 
been adopted by the Sanitary Milk 
dairy farmers in the St. Louis 
milkshed. 

The milk producers, holding 
their nineteenth annual meeting 
yesterday at Festus, commended, 
in another resolution, the St. Louis 
Health Department for its “con- 
structive program” to require use 
of Grade A milk in making ice 
cream, 

Russell E. Spaulding, general 
manager of Sanitary Milk Pro- 
ducers, told the 1000 members at 
the meeting that dairymen have 
no quarrel with oleomargarine 
manufacturers as long as they do | 
not color their product yellow so 
that it looks like butter. Oleo 
products should have a color of 
their own, he said. 

“The past 12 years have been a 
period of rising prices, but now 
we are facing the time when it 
will be a buyers’ milk market in- 
stead of a sellers’ market,” Spaul- 
ding said. 

“To meet this new market, we 
must place more emphasis on 
quality production and even pro- 
duction throughout the year.” 

In other resolutions, the milk 
producers opposed daylight-saving 
time, favored artificial insemina- 
tion of cattle and advocated a pro- 
gram for marketing price orders

Fifty Falangist students and 
some young women entered the 
newly completed Baptist church 
in Madrid, smashing windows, 
pews and organ and destroying 
hymn books. Subsequently the 
building was stoned so frequently 
that the pastor, the Rev. H. Biffen, 
a British subject, was obliged to 
erect a high metal fence around 
the property. In Valencia, an 
architect employed on a new 
chapel was forced to quit after 
receiving threatening letters.

Obviously, this relaxing is a gesture to the 
outside world, particularly to the United States 
which Madrid seeks to impress favorably. Spain 
is on the outside of UN.

Its economy is in a fearful shape and 
only a few days ago Glen Williams of the Associ- 
ated Press reported that Madrid is the toughest 
spot in all Europe in which to try to earn a liv- 
ing. Until the Chase National Bank of New 
York lent Franco $25,000,000 recently, the pros- 
pect was nothing but black. That sum will not 
last long, but now the expectation is that other 
avenues of financial assistance will be found. 

Spain undoubtedly has strategic value in the 
cold war against Communism. In the event of 
shooting war, the Iberian peninsula would be, as 
the military experts say, a bridgehead on the 
continent. It could also be the means of keep- 
ing the Mediterranean open. But any geographi- 
cal advantage would be dearly bought if it 
meant bolstering up Dictator Franco. 

The basic issue in the world is, as Assistant 
Secretary of State Thorp says, freedom for the 
individual. To the American citizen it ought to 
make little difference whether that issue arises 
in Russia, Hungary, Spain or some other place. 
Attachment for liberty should be equally great 
wherever it needs protection.

The Washington Times-Herald proposes to di- 
vert the Missouri river at Omaha and the Mis- 
sissippi river at Minneapolis, to flow through the 
Southwest, presumably emptying either into the 
Gulf of California or the Pacific Ocean.

Social security for these groups would be only 
as good as the efficiency of the administration. 
It would be a sorry mistake to try to cover 
domestic workers, for example, however much 
they may need inclusion, unless the Social Se- 
curity Administration has definite plans for col- 
lecting the contributions and enforcing the 
benefits. wm 

No one needs to get excited about the “pay- 
roll tax” feature. Social security payments are 
not a tax and few wage earners so regard them, 
notwithstanding all the propaganda from those 
who would discredit old-age benefits. Wage 
earners generally take satisfaction in knowing 
that their Government is storing up assistance 
for them for use in the evening of their lives. 

The President has presented a program and it 
is now up to Congress to go over it carefully 
and pass as much as is administratively feasible 
at this time. The problem is to extend social 
security to those who need it without endanger- 
ing the fine record compiled thus far. 
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Senator McGrath’s Odd Thought 


Senator McGrath's proposal to increase the 
number of Senators from each state from two 
to three, though made apparently in all serious- 
ness, does not deserve to be taken seriously. Be- 
cause of small population four states—Delaware, 
Vermont, Nevada and Wyoming—now have only 
one Representative in Congress. Nine ‘states 
have only two House members. They Rhode 
Island; New. Hampshire, North Dakota, South 
Dakota, Idaho Montana, Utah, New Mexico and 
Arizona. 

Thus, the McGrath plan would give approxi- 
mately one third of the states more Senators 
than Representatives. That would be little short 
of absurd. If the Rhode Island Senator actually 
wants to increase the membership of the Senate

But the fact remains that closer eco- 
nomic union in Western Europe is impera- 
tive. Iam for doing everything we can, as 
energetically as possible. But after so 
many centuries, I would rather wait a few 
more months and get a sound, durable sys- 
tem, than spoil all our chances by a break- 


Union Took Us 18 Years 


The making of a customs union has al- 
ways taken many years. The original 13 
American colonies had only 3,000,000 per- 


sons spread over a coastal strip as long as 
from Brest to Murmansk, and yet it took 


super-taxes. Another country, next door, 
has to rely on indirect taxes. 


Or, one country has colonial territories 
outside Europe, its neighbor has not; so 
the two budgets, the two sets of foreign 
trade, even the two defense problems— 
with a consequent financial problem—will 
be unlike. 


The three Benelux countries have already 
found that one big difficulty facing them 
is the effect on the capital invested ig, in- 
dustries. In one of them a particular indus- 
try may have been protected by tariffs 
in the past; but in the neighboring coun- 
try, that same industry is quite unprotect- 
ed. What happens to such industries if a 
common uniform tariff is now set up? Or 
if there is In future no tariff at all? 

If everything happened overnight, chaos 
would result in one year after another, in 
one industry after another. 
Complications From Socialism 

There is another difficulty compared 
with 50 years ago. When all the countries 
making, a customs union are socialized 
states, each state then owns and runs 
various industries. Each state has a vested 
interest—namely, the public’s capital—in 
continuing the socialized industries with

Between Book Ends 


The “Non-Western” Peoples 


MOST OF THE WORLD, edited by Reiph Linton. 
(Columbia University Press, 917 Pages, $5.50.) 
The late war and its subsequent turmoil 

smashed in most American minds the iflu- 

sion that the “rest of the world” performs 

a purely secondary and colonial function 

to Europe and the United states. Scholars 

and publishers are trying to build a new 
and more accurate view of the “outside” by 
popularized studies of the non-Western 
peoples. Newest and perhaps best of these 
is a study of the peoples of Africa, Latin 

America, and the Near and Far East, called 

“Most of the World,” edited by anthropolo- 

gist Ralph Linton. Linton feels that future 

historians will ignore the harnessing of 
atomic energy as the most important devel- 
opment of this period, and select instead— 
the creation “whether we like it or not—of 


_one-world as a functional reality.” 


Linton also considers the unifying record 
of science far above that of “the free- 
masonry of commerce” in changing our 
world “in the past 150 years more than in 
the past 5000 years.” That conclusion will 
undoubtedly make the advocates of “civil- 
izing-by-business” squirm. ) 

Among the hundred countries and colo- 
nial areas covered in the book, that on 
Indonesia first caught this writer. Ray- 
mond Kennedy puts a lot of recent Indo- 
nesian history in sequence and chronology 
and makes things clear out of the wordy 
puddles of events such as they get to the 
average newspaper reader.

tricity and air, heavy water 
wasn’t even a gleam in a physi- 
cist's eye. But Norsk Hydro be- 
came one of the largest electric 
power centers in the world. And 
in the 1980s, it was discovered 
that heavy water could be a small 
but mighty by-product of Norsk 
Hydro’s production. 

Because of a French financial 
interest in this Norw com- 
pany, French scientists like Joliet- 
Curie had the inside track to 
heavy water. Germany wanted it, 
too. Since 1945, ownership is en- 


tirely Norwegian. 
The Germans Took Over. 

When Norway was conquered 
by Hitler, heavy water production 
fell into German hands, British 
paratroops and Norwegian under- 
ground saboteurs were assigned 
the mission of blasting the Rjukan 
gorge plant. Twenty-seven Britons 
lost their lives without completing 
the mission. Norwegians carried 
on. In 1943, they blew up the 
heavy water installation under the 
guns of bewildered Wehrmacht 


When a new plant was nearing 
completion, 120 American B-24 
Liberators, acting on information 
from the Norwegian underground, 
smothered the site with bombs. 
Today that plant is working for 
Norway. American funds from the 
European Recovery Program re 
paired it. 

In 1944, the Germans attempted 
to ship their remaining supplies 
of heavy water from Norway. 

n dare-devil saboteurs went 
into action. The tank cars con- 
taining heavy water were put on a 
ferry on the lake near Riukan; A 
Norwegian dynamite charge sank 
the ship. 

Norway has made a documen- 
tary film of these sabotage ex- 
ploits with the title, “The Fight 
for Heavy Water.” Paris review- 
ers have acclaimed it. Yet it 
hasn’t been shown in Britain and 
the United States. 

Norwegians say British-Amer- 
ican film industries are’reluctant 
to admit a strange import, be- 
cause of competitive reasons That 
contrasts with the keen efforts of 
the Soviet Union’s movie trust to 
buy the picture. So far, the trust 
hasn't got it.

Russia has long maintained that 
its curre quarrel with the 
United States, Britain and France 
has been the main reason for the 
blockade of Berlin. Russia said 
settlement of that quarrel would 
have brought about the end of the

The British spokesman said yes- 
terday he could not speak for the 
United States or France but both 
countries are understood also to 
have rejected the U.N. committee's 


report. 

Russia, according to Soviet 
sources here, made it known it 
was ready to discuss the proposals. 

The U.N. committee was set up 
by the Security Council last De- 
cember, to work out a plan ac- 
ceptable to the Big Four for in- 
troducing and controlling the So- 
viet east mark for all Berlin. The 
west mark of the British-Ameri- 
can and French zones now circu- 
lates in western Berlin, along with 
the east mark.

There are very few inconse- 
quential plays in bridge, and West, 
actually holding three diamonds 
instead of two, should have been 
more careful with his “spots.” 
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
